“Two samples arrived at laboratory too late for analysis. 
All the public supply sources are outside the Urban District. 
The public supply was unrestricted throughout the year. 
Leicester Corporation is responsible for the water supply. 


Practically 100% of the houses and of the population of the Urban District 
are supplied. In a few cases the water is not laid into the houses, These 
are mainly in an area scheduled for re-development. There are no public stand- 
pipes but in 5 cases taps are shared. 


Two good houses with satisfactory piped private supplies are the only 
houses not on the public supply. One could be connected to the main. 


The fluoride content of the water is less than 0.2 p.p.m. and the Council 
decided in 1963 that no objection be raised to any proposal for the addition 
of fluoride to the water supply. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 


No extensions to sewers have been made except for private housing develop- 
ments, 


There were at the end of 1966, 12 houses not connected to the sewer but 
these are in isolated parts, including 4 farm houses. One house is capable 
of connection to main sewer, Extensive enlargement and modification of the 
sewage disposal works is projected. The sewage from the villages of Barley- 
thorpe and Egleton is also dealt with here. 


An oil depot in the town allowed an overspill of more than 2,000 gallons 
of diesel oil to pass into the sewers during night hours. This was not dis- 
covered until next morning, by which time oil had passed through the works. 
The tanks, filters, etc. at the sewage works were cleansed by an emulsifying 
liquid applied by specialists employed by the oil firm, The cleansing at the 
works was satisfactory but some fish mortality was caused in the fish ponds 
into which the outfall discharges. 


Closet Accommodation 


There are no privies or pail closets and only one chemical closet. There 
is, therefore, no nightsoil collection. 


Public Cleansing 


Refuse Disposal is by tipping in a disused ironstone quarry 54 miles from 
the town between Wing and Pilton. The last ashpit in Oakham was abolished 
many years ago. 


The Council use an 18/22 Cubic Yard (compressing) refuse collection 
vehicle acquired late in 1962, manned by a driver and 3 men. A seven day 
cycle of collections is being maintained. 


Smoke 


No serious complaints were received during the year, There are now no 
industrial chimneys.

It has a pressure filter and 
chlorinator which works most of the time while the bath is in public use.

A modern indoor pool at the Vale of Catmose Village College is made 
available for public use during school terms and out of school hours,

Three houses were closed as a result of informal action pending purchase 
by the Council for redevelopment. No cases of overcrowding were known 
at the end of the year, 


At the 3lst December 1966 there were 24.2 applicants for Council houses, 
of which 129 were Oakham residents and the remaining 113 were from outside 
the district. Many of these work in Oakham. 


The waiting list is longer than for some years. This could well be 
due to houses under construction on the Cold Overton Road estate being 
handed over to the Council, The fact of houses being allocated always 
seems to bring an influx of applications, 


During the year 60 applicants were chosen for housing accommodation 
but not all were housed by the end of the year. 


At the 31st December the Council owned 494. houses and flats, ten 
temporary bungalows and ten old houses in William Dalby Street, Westgate 
Street, Simper Street and Dean Street, Included in this latter ten are 
four which are unoccupied and are for demolition. 


Work continued on the Cold Overton Road estate of 99 houses and at 
the end of the year 22 had been completed leaving 77 in various stages 
of completion, 


All the Council's pre-war houses, 95 in number, have hot-water systems 
and washbasins, some have internal W,.C's. 


Most of the privately built houses were occupied by people from out 
of town. At the end of the year 82 houses for private occupation were 
under construction. 


The Council declared a small area in the centre of the town to be 
an “Improvement Area", This comprised 40 dwellings of which 32 were 
improvable and of these 32, 24 were tenanted. The scheme has not had 
very good response, some of the tenants are old and unwilling to be dis- 
turbed but it is hoped that publicity may bring voluntary improvement to 
the houses, It is intended to demolish seven houses in the centre of 
the improvement area and re-develop by constructing old people's flats,
